“At a time when people everywhere are 
truly eager for accurate, comprehensive, 
and timely information about themselves 
and their neighbors. . . . It is noteworthy 
that among the numerous general and 
specialized reference sources, none ap- 
pears to contain an over-all picture of the 
individual members of the community of 
nations and of the machinery for inter- 
relationships which they have set up... .” 
Feeling that such a work was needed, 
“Worldmark Press, Inc., decided to pub- 
lish a basically new encyclopedia of the 
nations. It consists of two parts, the first 
devoted to information on each individual 
sovereign political unit, the second deal- 
ing with the machinery for international 
cooperation created by the governments.” 
—Introduction. 

Moshe Y. Sachs, editor, publisher, and 
former Israeli journalist, states in the 
Introduction that “The Worldmark Ency- 
clopedia of the Nations would not be what 
it is but for Benjamin Coken,” who is 
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listed as editor-in-chief. A Chilean, the 
late Mr. Cohen had extensive experience 
with foreign affairs in South America as 
an editor, reporter, and press attaché. He 
represented Chile at several Pan-Ameri- 
can Conferences, served as ambassador to 
Bolivia and Venezuela, and was Director 
of the Diplomatic Department of Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. He held important 
positions in the United Nations including 
those of Assistant Secretary-General for 
Public Information and Under-Secretary 
for Trusteeship and Information for Non- 
Self-Governing Territories. 

John H. E. Fried, author of Part m, The 
United Nations System, has previously 
authored an International Labor Office 
publication, Exploitation of Foreign Labor 
in Germany (Geneva: International Labor 
Office, 1945). 

“When the assigned articles written by 
specialists in their fields had undergone 
preliminary checking and editing, they 
went to Dr. Cohen for his editorial re- 
action and guidance. ... Each article was 
sent to an official authority for factual 
checking and a general appraisal. The 
authority, either an official representative 
of the country or a spokesman for an 
international organization, went over the 
material and made suggestions, which 
were evaluated for inclusion in the arti- 
cle.”—Introduction. Some 50 contributors, 
mostly university professors, but also in- 
cluding journalists, editors, and govern- 
ment personnel, are identified by title, 
followed by a list of the countries for 
which each had responsibility. Among 
the nine members of the Editorial Ad- 
visory Board are James T. Shotwell, 
President Emeritus, Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace, Edward R. Mur- 
row, news analyst, and Allan Nevins, 
DeWitt Clinton Professor Emeritus of 
American History, Columbia University.

Part 1 provides essential information on 
the internal developments, geographic, 
historical, political, cultural, and economic 
status of the world’s 119 nations. Each 
country is covered in a single article, 
which, after identifying the capital, flag, 
national anthem, monetary unit, system 
of weights and measures, holidays, and 
time, goes on to describe 50 phases of the 
country’s life. Text material is keyed 
under 50 numbered headings beginning 
with location, size, and extent of the 
country, and ending with a bibliography 
of titles from United States and foreign 
publishers. 

While the arrangement of Worldmark 
closely parallels that of The Statesman’s 
Year-Book and encyclopedia yearbooks, 
it does not seem logical or convenient for 
the user of an encyclopedia listing infor- 
mation under 50 individual headings with 
no apparent relationship obtaining be- 
tween adjacent items. A straight alpha- 
betical order of subjects (Agriculture, 
Animal Husbandry, Armed Forces) might 
be better. Further, despite the inclusion 
of a Key to Subject Headings, which pro- 
vides a number key (a heading such as 
Agriculture is number 22 in each article) 
first, by number, and second, alphabeti- 
cally by subject heading, it is cumbersome 
to refer back and forth from the Key to 
the text to locate needed information, 
especially since the Key is not in an easily 
located place. Fortunately, within the 
individual article, the use of boldface for 
the headings plus the listing of guide 
numbers at the top of the inner column 
after the name of the country is helpful 
in locating desired information fairly 
quickly. 

A greater weakness is the lack of any 
cross references linking related headings 
such as Economy (19) and Economic Pol- 
icy (39), which seem logically to belong

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together, but are separated by 19 items. 

The Worldmark Encyclopedia, however, 
is to be commended for providing parallel 
information for each nation in its numeri- 
cal place, a feature that greatly simplifies 
comparison of one phase for various 
countries. : 

Articles on the individual countries vary 
in length from 3 pages (Andorra, San 
Marino, Vatican City) to 49 pages (United 
Kingdom). Most of the articles are 10 to 
14 pages long. In line with the stated pur- 
pose “of treating all countries in a uniform 
schema regardless of their size, strength, 
or position . . .” in an attempt “to provide 
information and services of international 
import,” the material is presented clearly 
and succinctly, in typical encyclopedia 
prose style. Statistical data is given in 
both essay and tabular form. Under each 
heading sufficient information is included 
not only to answer the average reference 
question, but also to alert the user to 
topics that may require further explora- 
tion in the references under the heading 


Bibliography, found at the end of each 
article. 

A check of ten countries against stand- 
ard reference sources including The Eur- 
opa Yearbook, 1960; The Statesman’s 
Year-Book, 1960-1961; The World Alma- 
nac, 1961; Britannica Book of the Year, 
1960; Americana Annual, 1960; and 
(United Nations) Statistical Yearbook, 
1959 indicates that most of the information 
contained in The Worldmark Encyclopedia 
is available in these other sources, usually 
under similar headings. However, location 
of comparable information on some items, 
e.g., Holidays, and particularly for some 
countries, e.g., Ethiopia, North Korea, 
Vatican City, required considerable search- 
ing. In a few cases pertinent material 
could not be located either in the ordinary 
reference books or in recent books on 
the specific country. 

In general, both textual and statistical 
information, the latter usually dated, but 
with no sources given, is as impartial and 
accurate, but not always as up to date as

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that in other reference sources currently 
available. Statistics on imports and ex- 
ports, dated 1956, 1957, or 1958 depending 
on the country, are often outdated by as 
much as two years in other sources; e.g., 
for Spain, Worldmark lists 1956 figures, 
but Britannica Book of the Year, 1960, 
Americana Annual, 1960, and The States- 
man’s Year-Book, 1960-1961, give 1958 
figures or later. Under the topic Com- 
munications, Worldmark lists 160,343 tele- 
phones (1957) in Chile; Statesman’s Year- 
Book, 1960-1961 gives 166,184 (1959). 
Conversely, 1960 estimated figures are 
occasionally listed in Worldmark in com- 
parison to outdated ones in other sources. 
It would seem fair to state that the latest 
figures are not always used, but they are 
frequently as recent as figures quoted in 
other up-to-date reference sources, and 
occasionally very current. 

Some differences appear even when 
statistics are listed for the same year, but, 
while discrepancies can be located, when 
reliable statistics are available Worldmark 
agrees with the figures of other reference 
sources. 

For libraries not having The Europa 
Yearbook or The World of Learning, the 
sections on libraries and museums will 
be helpful, although they do not attempt 
the comprehensive listings of the former 
titles. Also helpful, particularly for schools, 
is information given in item 48, Famous 
Persons, which briefly identifies by dates 
and contribution. 

A well-selected bibliography, with some 
titles as recent as 1959, completes each 
article. Foreign titles as well as English 
titles are included. The bibliographies are 
sometimes more inclusive than those in 
The Statesman’s Year-Book, although 
both list some of the same titles. 

Three black-and-white illustrations ac- 
company each article: the seal, the flag, 
and a map of the country. The seals are 


so small that the more complex designs 
are hard to decipher. Without color, only 
the pattern of the flag can be discerned. 
The Hammond maps give no concept of 
location of a country within a continent, 
nor can the names be easily read among 
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the hachures used to indicate mountain- 
The inclusion of the World- 
mark colophon on each map further de- 
tracts from its legibility. Since there are 
no cross references, the reader is not re- 
ferred to other maps in The Worldmark 
Encyclopedia Atlas, which makes up the 
last 32 pages of the book. The illustra- 
tions, therefore, add little to the value of 
the work. 

There is no index to Part 1 except for 
an Index of Dependencies preceding it. 
In the front of the encyclopedia is a list 
of abbreviations used and conversion ta- 
bles to be used in interpreting statistics 
relating to length, area, and weight. 

Part m discusses in detail the United 
Nations System. Devoting 267 pages to 
this section, The Worldmark Encyclopedia 
provides a comprehensive report on the 
United Nations from its inception to the 
present time. The presentation is logical 
and well organized. After comparing the 
League of Nations and the United Na- 
tions, Fried discusses the founding of the 
United Nations, its aims, machinery, head- 
quarters, and membership, the General 
Assembly and Security Council, trust 
territories, the Secretary-General, the 
other main organs of the United Nations, 
and its specialized agencies. A check of 
the sections on International Development 
Association and World Meteorological 
Organization indicates that the factual 
content is correct. While all of this infor- 
mation is available in other reference 
sources, the simple, straightforward, well- 
organized account presented here brings 
together in one place information on all 
the components of the United Nations 
System, making it particularly useful 
for reference work. The use of boldface 
subheads within articles permits easy 
location of the various facets of each unit. 
In addition, a subject index for Part m 
simplifies the location of specific informa- 
tion. A four-page bibliography lists some 
of the publications of 
agency.

Seven world distribution maps are also 
included. A small locator map is inset on 
each page of the atlas, but there is no 
index to cities and other place names on 
the maps. While these political maps will 
be helpful in locating a country or a major 
city, they in no way take the place of a 
good atlas. 

Type used in The Worldmark Encyclo- 
pedia, though small, is clear and distinct. 
The binding permits the volume to lie 
open, but neither the sewing nor the bind- 
ing is sufficiently sturdy to withstand the 
pressure of usage expected of a reference 
book, particularly one so large and heavy. 
The gutters are too narrow to permit re- 
binding which will soon become necessary. 

The Worldmark Encyclopedia of the 
Nations ably fulfills its purpose of provid- 
ing a practical reference book on all the 
nations of the world in one volume. 
Therefore, in spite of the fact that most 
of the material is available in other li- 
brary reference sources, and although 
there apparently are no plans for annual 
revision of the material which is fast go- 
ing out of date, The Worldmark Encyclo- 
pedia of the Nations is recommended. Be- 
cause of its general accuracy, popular 
presentation, coverage of information, 
broad scope, and well-selected bibliog- 
raphies it is recommended for purchase by 
individuals, junior and senior high school 
libraries, and public and college libraries.
